© Hen Diſeaſe doth chiefly proceed from Melancholy, bred by diſtem- 
per of the Stomack, or Spleen ; which being crade, ſtays in the 
paſſages of the Arterizsand Veins, and thereby doth excice grievous fers 
mentaticn or workings, from whence are ſent vapours which affl;& the 
heart and brain, &'c. from all which is cauſed malignant and contagions 
putrefaQtion of Melancholy z and thence proceed theſe Symproms, viz. 
giddineſ(s in the head, ſudden fluſhings, heat, and redneſs in the face and 
body, putrefaRtion and linking of the mouth and gums, coothach, ſtin- 
king breach, blackneſs and looſnefs of the teeth, want of digeſtion, much 
winde, and unſavomy belchings : . and by thick vapours arifing from che 
Hypochondria.to the Midriff, is occaſioned obſtruRtions of Reſpiration, or 
ſhortnefs of breach,and ſtraitneſs of che breaſt, ec. The body is dull and 
heavic, andin the Legs are (pots, ſometimes red, purple, black or blue : 
There 1s alſo violent pains in the head, ſhoulders, arms, fingers, belly, 
= thighs, knees, Legs, ankles, feer and toes : Whence ſome who have had . 
= the POX, (though cured) do fear the return of cheirold Maladie. There | 
are many thouſands have chis diſtemper, that are perſwaded they havs

> {weats towards the morning, Some have riſings in their body, as if ſtung 

= with Bees or Waſps, &c, others have dolours in their ſide, imitaring 

thoſe of che Spleen. And in ſhort, it doth appear to a judicious eye,with, 

and in the ſhape of moſt Diſcaſes ; as hath been ſufficieatly apparent, not 

. only ro my (clf, but alſo co ſeveral other experienced Phyſicians, who ; 

with m2 have traced this Diſeaſe, and made exact inſpeRion into its va» | 
riable dreſſes, for many years together. And we havealſo obſerved, that 
itis propagated aud ſpread abroadin theſe parts of the world, more than 
any other Diſtemper whatfoever 3 and by its ſundry ſhapes,hath ſeduced 
many in their jadgement of the Diſeaſe. For in ſome it paſſeth for a 
Conſumption, in others for a Dropſie, 8c. and Medicines are given accor- 
dingly ; bur alas, «o lictle purpoſe; and all for want of true knowledge 
of the Original of che Diſcaſc ic ſelf. And here obſerve a great Truth, 
viz, That there are very few afflited with and Diſtemper of long con- 
tnuance, who haye not annexed withit.a Scorburick taint z which unleſs 

it be confidered, "and Antiſcorburick Medicamems given, the Patient is | 
very rarely, if ever cured, Now the concluſion of all (if rhe Sowrvy comes 
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to be predominant) is ſometimes Swamings, Apoplexies, Drepjier, great 
decay of the body, incurabie Conſwmptionr, 8c. Note, that in ſome che 
Seurvy is heredicary ; and that there are ſome few Cauſes thereof Lefides 
thoſe here ſer down : bur theſe being uſually the chief, for brevity che 
other are cmitted, 


Shall now, to oblige the Sons and Daughters of FYenw, briefly diſcover 
the crue ſymptoms and effeRs of the Grand POX, and Gonorrhe 2, or 
Running of the Reins. 

The Diſcourſe will hardly infe&t any that are not already Diſeaſed, or 
in the leaſt prejudice cheir reputation: And to read it heedfully, is rhe 
way to inſtra& many in what before chey were ignorant. Alſochole in 
theſe Diſtempers concerned, will for what I have writ, be obliged co give 
methanks. I ſhall begin with the ſymptoms cf the POX, 

Which are pains in che head, ſhoulders, arms, back, knees, thins and 
Legs, Nodes or hard knobs in che head, joynts, or (hin bones, Bubo's in 
the Groin, Tumors in the Teſticles, Scabs or brezking our in the head, 
neck, face, or other parts of the body ; Ulcers in the throat, mouth, pa- 
late, noſe, or privie parts, and ſomerimes in the Legs, with a general 1a» 
diſpoſition of body, Theſe are the {ymproms which uſually go along 
with this Diſcaſc, | 

Now rightly co diſtinguiſh the pains of the POX (from thoſe of ſuch 
other diſtempers as moſt reſemble it) pleaſe ro accept and obſerve theſe fol= 
lowing Rules Pirſt, the painsof the POX are very like thoſe of the 
Scurvy, ave that theſe of the PO X douſually ſeize the patient in the 
night ; and when well warm in bed, are then moſt violent. They fre- 
quen:ly concinue till cowards day,and then vaniſh almcſt, if nor quice a- 
way, until night come again: only ſometimes in the day, are felt ſome 
(harp pains in che head, ſhoulders, arms, Legs, &c. but are quickly gone 
again, Moreover, the pains of the POX are ever berween the Joynrs, and 
uſually (if the Diſcaſe be of very long continuance )) thoſe pains do fx 
Nodes, or hard knobs onthe Joymts : but neither of theſe ſymptoms are 
ſo incident tothe Scurvy. It is diſtinguiſhed from the Arthrites, or 
Joynt-grout, by its noQurnal dolours, or pains in the night : for the 
pains of the Gowt, (contrary to thoſe of the POX ) are often greater in the 
day than nighc. Many have joyned with this Diſcaſe a conſuming HeQick 
Fever, often cauſed by thoſe unlucky over hot and drying Dier-drinks, 
violent Purges and Sweats 1a(hly given to choſe of thin, hot and dvy con- 
ſticurions : ſuch. bodies receive the ſame miſchief from an ill-managed 
Salviation or. Fluxing : and an HeQick thus concraRted, for the meſt 
part, endsin the grave ; and others,by unskiltul Fluxing,have the xa 
A 3 nL-

humours plentifully raiſed into their heads, where ( by their corroding 
quality ) they too often ulcerate che chroat, and conſume the palate and 
»*ums: which humours being raiſed, and mixed with a venomous and 
ill-preparcd Mercurial Medicine, do alſo poyſon and level che Noſe, and 
begec all choſe diſhonourable and fatal conſequences of this foul Diſeaſe. 


The Symptoms and Effets of the Gonorrhza, cr Running of the Reins, 


T His Diſeaſe is known by an Iſſue from the privities, not of Seed, (as 

by ſome ſuppoſed ) bur of a virulent matter, which ofcen ulcerates 
the Urinary paſſage, and cauſeth Carwncles ro grow in the Yard, from 
whence is ſent corrupt matter ; which falling by parcels, reſembles ſmall 
pieces of fleſh. The Parient-hath a ſcalding heat, ſharpneſs and pain in 
making LIrine, which ſometimes comes away by drops; there 1s alſo a / 
great pain in ereftion of the Yard, Theſe are the Symproms that moſt 
frequently attend this Diſcaſcs 

The EffeQtsare many timesthe POX, to which *cis ſomewhat related ; 
bur is chiefly brought in by ſach as unskilfully actempe co cure the Di'- 
ealc; whoſe praQice it is ( without reſpeR to their Patients health, or 
cheir own credit) wich all ſpeed to obſtru& he iflue at the Privities, from 
whence the virulent matter immediately mounts into the livery and other 
principal parts,where it infallibly viciates the Bloud,and*confirms a POX, 
chat yeelds to no ſlight cure : and ſometimes from an ill managed Cure, 
15 left reſident with the Patient an immedicable Gleeting, and many are 
the miſchiefs brought upon the Patient by ill-prepared Mercurial Me- 
dicaments, &c. 

I chought to have given you the canſes of the POX, and Gonorrhes, or 
Running ef the Reins: but the chief of them being already well enough 
known to proceed from Venereal embraces, it would be a kinde of loſt la- 
bour to1nſert them here. Thoſe who pleaſe may (from my (elf) have 
Imfaliible Medicines and DireQions for perfe& and ſpeedy cure of theſe 
Diſtempers. 

According to promiſe in my other Books, I am in This to give you 
{ome accoum concerning Worms, which are a Vermin, though but lircle 
regarded, yet exceeding troubleſome, and very often moſtpernicious. 

Of cheſe creatures are ſeveral ſorts z bur the moſt wo te are ſhapeb 


zound and long : theſe are bred in the Gouts, yet ſometimes get into the 
Stomack. The ſecond ſort are ſhort, and very ſmall, like chreds; and 
commonly lie in the Right-gut,and in the end of the Fundament,whercin 
3s almoſt continual itching 3 which worms alſo provoke the Patient very 
ofren to Stool. The third ſort are long and broad, of an incredidle 
length, but very rarely ſeen.

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Worms are moſt cauſed from raw,groſs,flegmatick matter; and there» 
fore youth, and ſuch as eat much fruit, are ſeldom free from them : Alſo 
all great Eaters are very ſubje& co them ; eſpecially choſe who eat meats 
that cafily putrifie in the Scomack, and more at once then Nature can 
well digeſt 3 whence follow Crudiries, and thence worms z the fignes of 
which are many. Some have unſavoury Belchings, and a ſtinking breath , 
waſting of the gams, heavineſs, fainting, great chirſt, vomiting, cold 
ſwears, and often a Fever z a ſhort Cough, unquiet ſleep, intolerable 
gnawing pain inthe ſtymack and belly, loſs of appetite, weakneſs and 
conſumprion of the whole body,Many times,the patient hath an inſatiable 
appetite, cauſed by flat Worms, which devour the food that is caten. 
There are a few fignes more of Worths: but cheſe being the moſt com- 
mon, and becauſe I would not be too tedious, ſhall ſay no more of the reſt 
at preſent 3 only chus much I ſhall adde, that if worms be voided alive, 
without other excrements,in the beginning of a Diſeaſe, cis dangerous,and 
ſignifies great Crudiries ; and if yoided dead, fignifies much putretaction 
that has killed chem, which probably, ſhortly after, kills the patient, In 
ſhort, "ris the opinion ofour age, grounded upon ſubſtantial proofs, that 
worms, and their effe&s, have conduRed more p:ople to their graves,than 
any one Diſtemper whatſoever. And therefore you that ſuſpetrhem in 
your ſelves, make much of theſe Infallible PILLS, as your moſt ſpeedy 
help co prevent a Worm-eaten carcaſe ; and rake them ere too late 3 by 
which doing, you will certainly prolong your days in eaſe and health, and:

T he Canſes, Symptoms, & Efelts of Dropfics, 
He Drophie Aſcites, is from abundance of water heaped up berween 
the Peritoneum, or inner coat of the belly and bowelsz which in- 


fe&ing the mouth of the ſtomack, doth bring great Thirſt, and often 2 | 


Pever. Sometimes it begins in the Feer, and ſwellsupwards to che Legs, 
Thighs, 2nd Cods 3 bur at the ſame time the upper parts of che body 
uſually conſume. The cauſe of this Dyopſie may be from a cold diſtemper 
of the Liver, which cannot make perfe& bloud, but flegm, winde, and 
water. Sometimes a Drophe may proceed from a Fever, hot meats, and 
coo plentiful drinking of Wine ; whereby the Liver, Spleen,and Kidneys, 
may loſe part of their native hear, and conſequently their abi'iry to arcract 
the water, and eje&t ic by the Vreters, The ſame may be cauſed from che 
natural Flax in women flowing too plentifully, or trom retention of che 
fame : And drinking much cold water may diminiſh and diſperſe che 
mative heat, and by that means make wayfor a Dropſie, The Drophe 


Tympanitesis from winde ſhut up in the cavitie of the Abdomen or bellys 
an

and ſometimes in the cavitie of che Gours, This winde is bred from crude, 
chick, flegmatick,or Melancholy humours, which by heat having motion, 
and made thin, become groſs windie vapours, This Drophie 1s never of 
 Windealone, but always mixt with water. Butthegreatcſt part of this 
diſtemper proceeding from winde, it ischen always called a 7)-pany. 

The Dropfic Azaſarcais without controverſie bred from a cold diſtem- 
ver of the Liver, which hinders its Concoftion 3 from whence, in ſtead of 
200d bloud, it diſperſeth flegmatick humortrs, 8nd cayſech the whole 
h>dy to ſwell. A Dropfie may be alſo cauſcd from all cumours or o>ſtru- 
tions of the' Liver, much bleeding, great evacuation by Srool,Sweat,&c, 

Vote, All Dropfics are dangeroug,, and hardly cured. Yer the Dropfic 
Anaſarca, which is occafioned by Flegme ſpread over the whole body, is 
caſieſt cured of the threez bur Aſcites, and Tympanites, with much 
more difficulcy. Notwithſtanding, 1 here promiſe tothe world, that my 
Pills will perfe&tly cnre che moſt dangerous Dropſic that man can have z 
provided the Diſeaſe be medicable orcurable. 

ote, That all che Symproms afore- mentioned are ſeldome in all char 
have theſe Diſcaſes at one and che ſame time, ( except thoſe in Drepſies) 
buc mc{t are ; and ſome have more than theſe, which ſhould have been 
here inſerced 3 bur brevity being intended,and moſt ſuicable in this place; 
I therefore judge what hath been already ſaid, ſufficient co ſatisfie all rea- 
ſcnble perſons in the trve knowledge of cheir Diſcaſe, if afflited with 
either of theſe diſtempers. There remains now ſomething more co be ſaid 
of thoſe Excellent Pills before named 3 of which briefly chus.
